giving Sydney, Prince of Poesie,’’ and elsewhere to the ‘‘ Areadia,’’ ‘‘ or in the 
earth-deploring, sententious, high-rapt Tragedie with the noble Foulk Grevill,”’ 
and ‘‘ our Lawreat, worthy Benjamin [Jonson],’’ and the following passage is 
not without interest: ‘‘ But as the Poeticall Furie in a Stage-action, compleat 
yet with horrid and wofull tragedies, a first, but no second to any Hamlet: and 
that now Reuenge, just Reuenge, was comming with his sword drawn against 
him. . . .’’ [ete.]. Apparently this is a reference to the earlier Hamlet, now 
ubhappily lost, which seems to have been written to suit the tastes of Bottom 
the Weaver, with a part to ‘‘ tear a cat in, to make all split.’’ Lodge in his
